HOUSES TORN TO PIECES AND

FULL DETAILS OF THE APPALL- 
ING DISASTER. 


New Og_EaAns, La., October 14.—[Special.] 
The particulars of the storm.at Sabine Pass 
come slowly. When the place was flooded by 
the waves which were driven in from the sea, 
and by the waters of the river which were 
dammed up by the extraordinary time, many 
of the people whe dived in gamall houses 
ieftthem and went tothe Porter house, a frame 
stracture used asa hotel. This wa; thought 
to be safer than the smaller houses, which 


| were either washed from their foundation: or 
| blewn down. 


More than forty pergons were 
ihus collected at the Porter house, largely 
women and children, and at 9 p. m. Tuesday 
ihe hotel, assaulted by the wind and waves, 
went to pieces, 
THE DOOMED LOCALITY.

THe party will 
also go as far as Calcasieu Bess, (also in 
Louisiava end fifty miles beyond Taylor's 
bayou. This placeis no doubt nearly de: 
stroyed. as itis nearer the storm center. A 
belief prevails in Beaumont that most of the 
people of Taylor’s bayou and Calcasieu Pass 
have lost their lives. 


The Full Story Told. 

LIVES LOST AND PROPERTY DESTROYED, 

New OBLEans, La., October 14.—The de- 
struction of Sabine Pass is complete. The 
tiyer rose suddenly, and slowly creeping up 
the highlands, soon washed away every house, 
carrying not less than sixty-five persons to 
their death. During the overflow, a hotel 
containing fifteen or twenty persons, was 


| swept out into the bay, and aJjl the occupants 


were drowned. The captain ofa schooner 
from there says that not a house is left in the 
whole country and that every living thing 
was drowned. A party of men went from 
Beaumont on a train with the intention of 
jeining the people of Orange and going dowa 
io Sabine Pass with a relief boat. 

THE STICKEN TOWN. 

The town of Sabine Pass, at the mouth of 
the Sabine river, a little between Louisiana 
and Texas, which was entirely washed away 
by the terific stormof Tuesday night, had a 
population of two hundred. All telegraphic 
“mmuuication with the town is cut off. Sa- 
bine Pass ic sixty miles up the coast from Gal- 
Vesion, andtwenty-eight miles southwest of 
Eeaumont, the county seat of Jefferson county.

Eadsport. The narrow neck of land between 
the river bank and the sea marsh bordering 
the bays and gulf was completely under water, 
which, in some places, was waist deep, 

At 10 o’clock Monday night the wind lulled 
a little end then came in strong puffs. The 
clouds went ecndding away, the heavens 
cleared and at midnight the moon shone on 
the desolate rcene below. The weather had 
become reasonably moderate. The bark Ladia, 
for Pensacola, lost her maiutop sail daring the 
gale. The barometer foll to 29 38, a remarka- 
bly low register, The damage extended all 
along the river. At Cubit Gap, John Wise lost 
his thresher:, all of his rice, and his eattle. 
The storm made a clean sweep of his place. 

THE DAMAGE IN THE COUNTRY, 

News from Point A La Hatche and points 
below show that the first acconnt of damage 
was rather under than over the estimate. 
There has been almost a total destruction of 
crops of all kinds from Point A La Hatche to 
Port Eads, on the east side of the river. The 
schooner J. and J., lumber laden, was drivda 
on the lovee thirty five miles below the city, 
and left high and dry. Two unknown luggers 
phared the same fate. What few oranges there 
were on the trees were blown off. The damage 
between Point A La Hatche and Port Eads in 
rice, gardens, cattle, horses, poultry, houses, 
etc., is estimated at $200,000. No loss of life 
is reported. 

THE WRECK AT FABINE. 

Beanmont, in Texas, was in a state of intense 
excitement at the news received from Sahine 
Pass. It is the news of the terrible loss of life 
and destruction of property in that place from 
high water. Beaumont has no telegraphic 
communication with Sabine Pass, as the wires 
are all down, but an engine arrived tonight 
over the East Texas railroad that, left there 
abont Go'cleck. Two citizens who rowed ina 
small boat across the expanse of tossing waters 
a distance of several miles, from the town of 
Sabine, to the railroad track, came in on the 
ergine, and gave a heart rending account of 
the affair. They say the waters began to in- 
vade the town from the gulf and lake together 
about 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon, and rose 
with unprecedented rapidity. The citizens of 
the decomed place did not realize the danger 
until it was too late to escape. When safety 
by flight was recognized as being out of the 
the question, people who were situated so they 
could do s&0, betook themselves to 
the houses and other resorts, which 
they judged tobesrafe. Tho water kept ris- 
ing, and between three and four o’clock small 
houres began to yield to the resistless force of 
the waver, which not only moved them from 
their foundations, but turned them over on 
their sides and tops. A little later larger 

houses began to give way, and death by drown- 
ing seemed in store for every person in 
the place. With the yielding of the smaller 
houses, several persons who had remained in 


| them were drowned, aud when the residences 


and business places began to rumble,

There ara others, 
and many of them, doubtless, drowned with- 
out anyone now living knowing anything of 
it. Itis feared- that whole families in dif- 
fcrext places have been swept away without 


leaving a vestige of their fate. It is said

Manifestations of terror and agony 
by the people, looking face to face at death 
and realizing that there was no escape, the 
cries of women audible, but rendered almost 
noiseless by the roar of the mad sea, the 
hoarse voice of pallid men trying to save 
those dear tothem, all combined make the 
ecene too horrible to be described. 

' THE WORK OF RELIEF. 

On the receipt of this news, the citizens of 
Beaumont immediately began preparations for 
the relief of the sufferers, The East Texas 
railway has placed an engine at their disposal, 
and a party of men have gone to procure a 
boat and start to the scene of the disaster. 
The damege to property is very great. The 
wharf property of the town was owned by 
New York capitalists, who also own the ad- 
joining lands, and were aiming to make Sa- 
bine Pass an important port on gulf coast. 

THE CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. * 

Telegraphic communication with Beaumont 
and Orange, the nearest points to the unfortu- 
nate town of Sabine Pass, has been re-estab- 
lished, but the inbabitants of those places 
appear to be awaiting the return of relief 
parties. 

The village of Sabine Pass lies only four 
feet above the mean tide mark, and is bounded 
by a greatswamp on the west and Lake 
Sabine onthe north. It was this lake, ac- 
cording to the most experienced navigators on 
this coast, that destroyed the town. 

The hurricane of last Sunday in the West 
Indies blew the waters with great violence 
toward this coast. Thishurricane wave was 
firet noticedon the Texas coast on Sunday 
morning, attaining its maximum on Tuesday 
afternoon and was weintained ata high point 
by the impetus of waters hehind. The huar- 
ricene itself did not reach the coast at all, 
as scarcely a breath of air 


that the 


was stirring when the tidal wave first touched - 


the coast. Whenite maximum was reached, 
on Tuesday afternoon, however, a fierce north- 
westerly gale sprung up along the whole 
coast, and at Sabine this gale blew the waters 
out of Lake Sabine and drove them toward 
the gulf, where the lake waters were 
met by the great swell caused by 
the burricaue. This resulted in driving 
lake waters over into the little town, sub- 
merging the country for ten miles around 
without a moment’s notice. This account of 
the disaster is confirmed by our experience 
here with the same gale and all information 
from Sabine aleo confirms the above theory. 
As soon a8 the collector of customs was ap- 
priced of the disaster, he ordered the govern- 
ment tug Penrose to.prepare to make « trip to 
Sabine, and she started for that place at two 
o'clock this efternoon, with a represeatative 
of the Galveston News and several others on 


The distance to Sabine is sixty miles, 
The Penrose cannot get back before tomorrew, 
when the details of this awful disaster will be.

Private telegrams from Beaumontthiseven- 
ing confirm the reports previously sent re- 
garding the loss of life. Thedamege to pro- 
perty all along the Texas coast will be very 
great. At Beaumont and Orange the gale did 
serious damage. It played havoc among the 
lumber nills, but oceatsoned no loss of life.

WHOLE FAMILIES LOST. 

A special from Orange says the details of 
the destruction by the storm at Sabine Pass 
and Johnson’s Bayou come in slewly. Two 
brothers named Pomeroy were picked up by 
the schooner Andrew Baden in Sabine iake. 
They had been in the water thirty-six hours, 
clinging to.their capsized yawl. Their mother 
and sister and Mrs. Captain Junker, her son 


and and alittle girlof the party were lost. 


Pomeroy’s report that fifty lives were lost at 
the Porter ‘house, where the people had col- 
lected as the best plate of safety It went bo 
pieces at 9 o'clock. Many persons are miasing. 
Still greater loss is reported from Johnson’s 
bayou. Whole families were swept away. Not 
a house was kf; standing withia five miles of 
the lake. Parties were organized last night 
and left on the steamers Lamar and Emily P. 
with provisions and bedding. 


Elemental Wrecks Elsewhere, 

FIRE AND STORM IN SEVERAL OTHER PLACBS. 

Fort WAYNE, Ind., October 14.—A terrific 
gale from thesouth passed over the city this 
afternoon and at two o’clock raged in full 
force. The Odd Fellows’ temple, Centivers’ 
brewery, Hakes’ bottling works, Adams ex- 
press office, together with some of the princi- 
pal business buildings, were uuroofed, Shortly 
beforetwo o’clock fire broke outinthe out- 
skirts of the city, and at the time the dispatch 
was sent five frame dwellings were in flames, 
with the gale spreading the conflagration. 

THE DAMAGE IN CHICAGO, 

CuIcaGao, October 14.—A high wind, ac- 
companied by a driving rain has been pre zail- 
ing here since early this morning. The storm 
tere through the trees of Douglass, Garfield 


| and Humboldt parks with the fury of a hurri- 


cane. Soft maples and saplings were twisted 
off cloge to their roots and harled over the 
tops of large trees. Two real estate agencies 
buildings on Madison street, near Garfield 
park, were picked up by the wind and pound- 
ed to pieces on the prairie. All the streets in 
the western and routhwestein portion of the 
city are littered with broken trees and shiver- 
ed sign boards. Reports show that the storm 
extends over a very Wide area, but no partic- 
ulars can be obtained as the telegraph wires 
are down in almost every direction. 

THE BREEZE AT TOLEDO, 

To.Epo, O., October 14.—A storm struck 
Toledo about noon, and from that time until 
three o’clock the velocity of the wind was 
about forty-five miles per hour. There was 
considerable damage done in a small way, 
blowing down chimneys, breaking in show 
windows, unroofing buildings, blowing down 
telegraph and telphone lines and overturning 
shade trees. An unfinished two-story frame 
pbuilding was blown to the ground. There 
were no casualties, Reports from north west- 
ern Ohio b.ing tidings of similar damages, 
the most serious so far being to the courthouse 
at Napoleon, which was injured to the extent 
of $1,000, There was much excitement here 
during the afternoon as four yachts, one from 
Detroit and three from here, were engaged in 
a raceon Lake Erie. The yachts, however, 
a)l arrived safe at Monroe, Mich. 

‘A WINDSTORM IN KENTUCKY. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., October 14.—A hard wind- 
storm prevailed throughout the state this 
morning, but no special damage is reported. 
The wind started a freight car from a siding 
near Old Deposit, Ky. It ran onto the main 
track and was run into by a south-bound 
Louisville and Nashville freight train, caus- 
ing a wreck, Two unknown tramps, steal- 
ing a ride on the cowcatcher, were killed. 

A SCHOONER’S EXPERIENCE, 

Moniyr, Ala., October 14.—The schooner, 
Lucy came in today, nineteen days from Gal- 
veston six daysin the storm which blew her 
as far west as Chandelier Island. She lost her 
anchors and had her decks swept by the sea. 


THE WEATHER IN ATLANTA. 


What the Signal Officer Bays of the Great 
Storm. 


Mr. W. E.Smith, the United States signs! 
officer, was in his cozy office im the Forsyth 
street tower of the custom house at 10 o'clock, 
last night, when a CoNsTITUTION reporter 
walked in upon him and asked for the indic.- 
tions. 

“T thought it probable yesterday moraing,” 
he replied, “that we would have a storm last 
night or this morning. On the 15th, between 
12 o'clock at night and 7 in the morning, the 
wind at Galveston, Texag, was blowing at the 
rate of sixty milesan hour. Siove that time 
the storm has passed all the southern stations 
that report to Atlanta. At all those stations, 
today, the weather has been fair, with no in 
Gications of a storm. Tonight, there 
are no indications of a+ storm in 
Atlanta. I shall report to 
Washington fair weather for the next twenty- 
four bours.”’ 

"What do you think of the probabilities of 
Atlanta's being touched by thestorm that pre- 
vailed in the west and southwest yesterday 
and today?” 

“That storm was a hurricane, blowing in an 
easterly direction from the West I ndies. 
Whenever such a storm occtrs Atlanta is 
almost eure to be touched by an edge of it. Iv 
is nsual, under such circumstances, for the 
wind at Atlanta to blow at the rate of about 
thirty miles an hour. It is also usual for hoavy 
rains to fall. I do not know that Atlanta will 
be touched by the storm immediately, bat | 
think it very probable that the city will feel 
its effect within the next ten days.” is 

“How do you tell when a storm is coming’ 

“By the barometer and the bumidity of the 
atmosphere, For instance, at Chicago, this 
morning, the barometer registered 29.18, That 
was very low for that city, and it almost cer- 
tainly indicated a severe storm, In Atlanta,

A Cabinet Meeting—How the Indians Are 
£€ Getting Along. 

WASHINGTON, October 14,—The cebinet 
meeting today was attended by all the mem- 
bers except Secretary Manning. The tresasu:y 
department was represented by Acting Secre- 
tary Fairchild. The Miles-Geronimo compli- 
cation was again under consideration.

CINCINNATI, October 14.—The special train 
bearing the remains of Chief Justice Chase 
and committees and others who are to attend 
the ceremonies here today, arrived this morn- 
ing.

PRAIRIES ON FIRE, 


Large Numbers of Cattle Burned to Death— 
Destruction of Grass. 


SHERMAN, Tex., October 14.—Late advices 
from the Indian territory state that the most 
extensive and destructive fires ever known in 
that territory ere sweeping over the prairies. 
Millions of acres of rich grazing lands, which 
a few days ago were covered with a luxurious 
giowth of. grass, are now barren wastes. The 
area burned over cxtendsfrom Vinita on the 
north to Muskogee on the south, and on either 
side of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas rail- 
read as far asthe eye can see. Large num- 
bers of cattle have been burned to death, and 
immense auantities of hay, baled and lodse, 
which was to have been used for fodder dar. 
ing the winter, has been destroyed, and cat- 
tlemen will be obliged to drive their herds 
e;sewhere to save them from starvation.

DEBATING THB TITLE. 


The Proposed Change of Name of the Epis- 
, copal Church. 

Cu1caGco, October 14—At the Protestant 
Episeopal convention today, the resolution of 
Mr. Judd, of Chicago, to expunge the words 
“Protestant Episcopal” fromtbe title of the 
orayer book, was again called up for debate. 
The discussion was opened by Rev. Dr. Philip 
Breoks, of Boston, who declared that the 
pendirg question overshadowed in importance 
all others before the present convention, He 
opposed the proposed change in such eloquent 
language as to enlist the attention of all, 

Rev. B. A. Rogers, of Texas, maintained 
that the attitude of thus desiring change was 
an arraignment of the formation in Germany, 

Rev. T. M. Gaylor, of Tennessee, made a 
good impression in an eloquent speech, which 
was characterized as ‘‘progressively orthodox.” 
He was inclined to favor the change, and sug- 
gested that if the pending proposition was 
adopted it would have to lie over until another 
convention, giving awple time to considera 
name most applicable. 

Rev. Dr. Royce, of Wisconsin, objected to 
the present name, because he wanted the 
church to bave no hobby or be placed in the 
light of continually harping about apostolic 
succession. He said to style the Pro- 
testant Episcopal church the . Ameri- 
can Catholic church doomed it to be 
the refuge of a contracted element in 
no sense representing broad Americanism. It 
would confide it to those who depended upon 
spotolic secession as a certainty of salvation. 
He hoped God would forfend the day when 
any euch fantastic step would be taken. 

Dr. Adams, of Connecticut, dofended the 
proposed change, giving prominence to the 
right to assume the title of “Catholic.” 

Rev, Dr. Gibson, of New York, declared 
that if ever a historical blunder was made it 
was when the name “Episcopal” was applied 
to this church. He defended the abolishment 
of what he deemed a meaningless title, They 
would understand that it wasa short cnt to 
its bt ing taken to the truth. 

lev. J. F. Girault, of Louisiana, and Mr. W. 
C. Bennett, of South Carolina, both opposed 
the change. Mr. Bennett thought it as easy 
to try. to turn the course of the gulf stream as 
the course of popular acceptation of any term 
of the English language. 

Tomorrow the convention will sit chiefly as 
board of missions. 


THE CONGREGATIONALISTS.

The law was his chosen 
profession, and he began the practice at Monti- 
cello, Ga., but it being unsuited to his taste he 
goon renounced it and became a planter. 
Mejor Ward purchased the Mclutosh 
recerve in Butts county, which was the home 
of General McIntosh, chief of the Creek In- 
dians, and which was sold shortly after the 
treaty between them and the state of Georgia 
in 1823 at the Indian springs, when all the 
lands west of the Ocmulgee river was ceied 
to the state. Major Ward was ea gallant officer 
in the Indian war, and afterwards fur several 
getsions was a member of both houses of the 
Georgia legislature. He was a life-long demo- 
crat, and the people of his county were ever 
ready to honor him with office whenever he 
would accep’ it. A pure, Christian gentiem in, 
his character was as noble and grand as any 
man who lived in his day an! generation.

No. 49 AVENUE DE L’OreRA, Paris, Octo- 
ber 9.—The recent seismic convalsions all 
over the globe have put sensitive people's 
nerves on edge and set the brains of savaate to 
thinking. Are these simultaneous upheavals 
merely the result of chance or are they deter- 
mined by causes that can 
sphere of human calculation? In other words, 
can earthquakes, like storms, be predi:ted or 
not? | 
I called this morning upon Admiral 
Mouchez, director of the Paris observatory, 
and head ofall the astronomical and me‘eoro- 


( logical estabi:ehments in France. I asked him: 


“Can earthquakes be predicted?” 

The admiral said, with a confident smile: 
“No, sir, that is utterly impessible. Science 
has not got so far as that yet, bat i¢ would be 
of ithe greatest scientific valne if the New 
York Herald’s suggestion to establish, in con. 
janction with the principal governments of 
Europe and America, a network of microseis- 
mic observations over the surface of the gl abe. 
We could then obtain sufficient data to serve 
as 2 solid basis for seriona study. Weare now 
allin the dark. For instance, science can not 
say whether the recent simulataneous erup- 
tions in North America, the Gresk Archipei- 
ago, Scotland and Mexico are connected with 
each other, or whether they merely by pure 
chance happened to occur at the same time. 

Professor Judd, president ofthe British Ge- 
ological society, is a well recognized authority 
on a!] matters pertaining to earth movements. 
I visited him today in his study at the South 
Kentington schoo) of science. While waiting 
for the students to gather in the Jeciure room, 
we talked over the recent earthquikes. 

Hesaid: “Periods of exceptional volcanic 
activity occur occasionally, and last from two 
to twenty years. The present period has al- 
ready lasted six years. No science is able 
to predict -the occurrence or duration 
of such periods, much less the places where 
the subierranean forces will show themselves 
atthe surface. The fact is thatitis extreme- 
ly difficult to trace the relations borne to each 
other by earth tremors near together as re- 
gaids time, but widely spread in -space. The 
Alaskan volcanic eraption, for instance. can 
hardly be considered as connected with the 
Charleston earthquake, 

“The sides of the fault, or earth split, over 
which Charles‘on is situated have probably 
been in slow motion for many years; suddenly 
something has momentarily interruvted the 
motion, and the resnit is that Charleston 
is shaken to pieces, At the seat of 
disturbance, between five and thirty-five 
miles below the surface, a slip of a few inches 
would amply account for all the damage dono, 
and a vertical slip of ten feet would be so in- 
conceivably destructive that nothing hitherto 
known will serve for comparison. It may be 
several thousand years before Charleston has 
another violent earth slip, but when it comes 
it will be along the line of weakness defined 
by the past earthquake. Sea waves are caused 
by earthquakes under the sea; hence Caarles- 
ton scarcely need fear a destructive sea wave, 
so farasitis known. Allthe fatare tremors 
~ _ region are likely to occur under the 
and. 

“Tornadoes may be the cause but never the 
effect of earth movements. Sappose a portion 
of the earth’s surface to be precisely in 
equilibrium, Then comes a tornado, suddonly 
removing millions of tons of pressure of the 
atmosphere; the tornado may thus mechani- 
cally pull the trigger which lets off some 
frightful earth convulsion. At the colonial 
exhibition I found Sir Jalins Von Haas:, pro- 
fessor of geolozy in the New Zealand univer- 
sity, and a leading scientifiC man in that 
colony. In answer to a question as to the rela- 
tions of the New Zealand earthquake to the 
rest of the globe, he said: 

“Certainly America has a double interes’ in 
cur volcanic eruption—first, through the 
Charleston calamity; second, because you are 
going to have soon 2 precisely s:milar outbreak 
in Yellowstone park—soon, tnat is geologically 
speaking, but it will hardly pay the newspapers 
to keep a special correspondont on the spot, as 
the Yellowstone geysers miy not tarn out 
volcanoes for 10,000 years yet. Our New Z32- 
land quake was purely local, and had no con- 
nection with other earthquakes across the 
ocean. We had not geysers near a large lake. 
The rock below was trachyte, of wiich 70 
per cent was silica. The steam gradually ate 
away this silica, leaving great cavern below 
the Jake. Suddenly the lake bottom dropped 
out, letting the mass of water into the heated 
cavity which fed the geysers. Of course ex- 
plosions followed. We now have three mud 
volcanoes instead of our geysers and lake, 

“It’s all quite simple. Hochstetter, the 
Austrian geologist, when he saw the geysers,

terview with Archibald Geikie, director of the 
British geological survey, he met at the sur 
vey museum, in Jermyn street, Although 
one of the greates; living authorities in such 
matters, he declared: 

“The more I study the less I know about 
earthquakes. As yetthey aretotaily unex- 
plainable. Until some one knows the cause of 
the earth motions an earthquake bureau to 
predict such calamities is absolutely impossi- 
ble. At presen’ science has hardly taken the 
first steps toward the discovery of their ori- 
gin. Tne selfrecording instraments now be- 
ing established at various points will give tie 
facts, and aid to classify the different kinds of 
tremors. Thisdone, it may be possible to 
start investigation into the causes leading to 
earthquakes. The various recent earthquake 
and volcanic eruptions may result from the 
same Cause, buf not be otherwise 
connected with each other, Even 
this ig uncertain. The Charleston earth- 
quake was probably the result of the vast 
movement, which in the past elevated the 
American continent. Itisa sort of ‘growing 
pain,’ for you know that the continent is still 
growing. The Charleston earthquake shows 
nothing about the fature. It may have a 
number of destructive earthquakes or it may 
not have another for years. Wedo not even 
know that recent earthquake phenomena 
will advance our knowledge of such matters, 
You see how ignorant science is regarding 
Any half educated man will 
give you many facts and theories on such r,4¢ 
ters. For thy part I hardly kno~ where to 
lay my hand on a single fact regarding earth- 
quakes,” 

Professor J. R. Hind. director of the British 
Nautical Almanac, willingly stopped his math- 
ematical work fora few minutes to dsscuss 
with me the astronomical side of the present 
earthquake period, but was indisposed to com- 
mit himself toany theory, as he has been too 
closely at work at his almanac to investigate 
the recent pbenomena, He expressed some 
surprise that British astronomers were asked 
to speak concerning a science in which the 
Americans are, under the leaflership of such 
men as Newcom), surpassing every one. 

Concerning the moon’s supposed influence 
onthe production of earthquakes, he felt un- 
able to speak, but thought that relations bs. 
tween the positions of the planets and sun 
spote had been fairly well established, No 
attempt had yet been made to extend this 
theory to the earth's volcanic phenomena. 

At the rooms of the geolo foal survey, in 
Jermyn street, I found W. Topley, president 
of the geological association. Topley’s paper 
on the Charleston earthquake, read before the 
British association at the meeting in Birming- 
bam « few days after the carthquake, excited 
much interest, as it was the firat scientific es. 
say ever written from facts obtained by cable, 

He said the latest earthynake theory is that 
the earth is mainly solid, with vast caverns 
filled with intensely heated liquide. After all, 
very little is known abont earthquakes, We 
do not have any theory explaining the nearly 
synchronous earth movements in various paris 
of the globe, or why there are apecial periods 
of great volcanic activity all over the earth,

If Dela Rae 
is correct, therefore, there may be a similar 
relation between the moon or the planetsand 
the earth’s volcanoes, But certainly it is not 
yet recognized as true.

That was enfficient for their countrymen 
and immediately the rush of Bohemians and 
Germans to take out either first or second 
papers began, Day after day and week after 
week this long line of men continued to file 
past the judge’s desk, and when it began to 
thin ont the Henry George boom began and 
swelied the streanPof humanity to noble pro- 
portion again. The Gsorge boom began late 
in Septembor and sient men of a score of na- 
| tiovalities to the court. The throng was com- 
posed entirely of laboring men, and the Ger- 
mans predominated in it. That rash has 
pretty well thinned out now and now the 
heavy businessis largely with men raked 
together and sent down by the workers in the 
two democratic factions and the republican 
party. The court gives wholesale rates to the 
old partiee, and the parties pay the costs and 
give the papers to new citizens free gratis. 
The peculiarity of the rush of Henry George 
men was that each man paid his own way.

A Genuine Cyclone. 

The extended sweep of the storm now 
raging over this continent shows that it isa 
regular cyclone. 

The storm was at first reported asa West 
Irdian hurricane. It entered the Gulf of 
Mexico as far back as Thursday of Jast week. 
For five days it gyrated around in the gu'f, 
at one time being reported as ceuatral south 
of Pensacola. It then veered round t») the 
Mississippi and Louisiana coast, and later 
dashed iteelf against the seaboard of Texas, 
cerrying death and destruction in its path. 

Unlike the majority of storms originating 
in the West Indies, this cyclone, after ge‘- 
ting to the end of its row in the southwest, 
turned and darted in a northeasterly direc- 
tion. Here the.strange partofthe business 
comes in. Thestorm from the sonthwest 
appears to have met another from the north- 
west. Thetwo pooled their issues, as it 
were, and the monster aggregation then took 
a straight shoot for the Atlantic. 

The general wreck of the wires for hun- 
dreds, and perbaps thousands of miles, ren- 
ders it an impossibility to get a complete 
story, but the details presented in our dis- 
patches this morning show that in magni- 
tude and fury this eyclone has had but few, 
if apy equals, during the present century. 


New York's Next Mayor. 

The long agony over the mayoralty of 
New York is practically over. The election 
is yet more than two weeks off, but con2ern- 
ing the result there is no room for doubt. 

Mr, Abram S. Hewitt will be the nex: 
mayor of New York. He was first put ou! by 
Tammany a few days azo,though he belongs 
to the coanty democracy wingo! the pa:ty. 
This action on the par! of the most powertul 
political organization of the metropolis has 
brought about a solution of the appareatly 
stubborn differences between th: democrat- 
ic factions of New York over the tempting 
prizes of the rich city offices. The’ county 
democracy has come enthusiastically to the 
support of itsown man in whose favor Tam- 
many has waived all claims to the mayoralty. 
The real cooperation of these two or- 
ganizations would in mre a handsome major- 
ity for their. favorite, without any other 
hel p. 

Mr. Hewitt’s friends claim that — his 
strepgth is not to be measured by the sap- 
port be will receive irom these societies, or 
even from the entire democratic party of a 
democratic city. They say he will get the 
independext vo‘e almost entire, and that 
mapy republicans will vote for him because 
they want to place the enormou: iaterests of 
the city in the bands of a mayor who is 2on- 
spicu susly honest, conservative and capable. 
Mr. lHewitt’s strength among the working- 
~ men has always been conceded in campaigns 
where the usual party lines were drawn. 
How far he can hold his old friends anong 
the laboring classes in a contest with Mr. 
Henry George is somewhat uncertain, bat 
it is conceded that he will at the coming 
election get alarger vote from that class than 
almost any politician who could be name1. 

Mr. Hewitt has accepted the nomination 
which bas been tendered him in this com- 
plimentary manner. While there can be no 
question as to his election, it will be inter- 
esting to see just what the candidacy of Mr. 
George will amount to, Estimates as to his 
probable vote vary widely, but the general 
opinion is that some of the thirty thousand 
citizens who signed the petition asking him 
to run, and pledging him their support, will 
be found missing on election day. 

What the republicans mean to do is not 
known. It makes no difference what they 
do; the next mayor of New York has been 
named, ard the selection will, it is thought, 
put the party in five shape in that city. 

Abram S. Hewitt was born at Haverstraw, 
N. Y., in 1822. He gained a scholarship by 
com petition and entered Columbia colle ze at 
the age of twenty. After graduating he be- 
came atutorin mathematics, and studied 
law. He was admitted to the bar in 1845. 
In convection wit bis father-in-law, Peter 
Cooper, he engaged ia the manufacture of 
irop, aud with bis brother-in-law, iward 
Cooper, he established extensive steel and 
iron worke in New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
Hie went to England in 1862 0n a confides- 
tial mission to learn the process of making 
gen-barre) iron. In 1867 he was scientific 
commissioner to the Paris exposition. Pre- 
vious to this, in 1659, be organized the 
Cooper Union for the advancement of sci- 
epceend art. tie has been chairman of the 
democratic national committee and was 
prominent in the electoral dispute in 1576 
following the al election of that 
year. Ip 1874 he was elected to congres: 


natin 


from the tenth district, and has serve l con- 
tinuously since that time with the exception 
of the forty-rixth congress, 


Phelps and the Prince. 

The controversy between Minister Phelps 
and Mr. Allen Thorndike Rice, the editer of 
the North American Review, has assamed 
the proportions of an international episode. 
The correspondence between these distia- 
guished persons bas been printed, and such 
portions of it as have fallen under our eye 
are of a character to make the judicious 
grieve. ; : 

It appears that. Mr. Allen Thorndike Rice 
was} exceedingly anxious to be pre- 
sented to the prince ot Wales, so that 
he might return to these provincial shores 
with the reputation of having been grac- 
iously permitted to hobnob for a few brief 
but precious moments with royalty itself. 
It appears, however, that American citizens 
who desire to perform this interéSting feat 
must first worm their way into the affectioas 
of the American minister; and so, when Mr. 
Allen Thorndike Rice applied for the privi- 
lege of an introduction to the P.of W., 
Minister Phelps forwarded him a stern 
denial. 

The difficulty with Rice, it “appears, lies 
in the fact that, in his capacity of editor of 
that very raw publication, the North Amer- 
ican Review, he admitted to his pages an 
article from the pen of ‘‘Arthur Richmond’’ 
which embodied some very severe criticisms 
of Secretary of State Bayard. Minister 
Phelps read these criticisms and deplored 
them; and when the opportunity came he 
visited Editor Rice with as severe a punish- 
ment as could be inflicted on an American 
toady; he denied him the privilege of an in- 
troduction to the truly great P. of Wales. 

We are sorry for Editor Rice, and we are 
still sorrier for Minister Phelps. We are 
corry to learn, for instance, that the Ameri- 
can minister to the court of St. James is 
expected to act as one of equerries of the 
prince of Wales; and we are still sorrier to 
see that a minister, who, in a certain sense, 
represents the democratic party, can carry 
the spirit of flunkyism to such disgusting 
lengthsas Mr Phelps. He not only toadies 
to Secretary Bayard by taking up the cud- 
gels for him in this underhanded way, but 
he shows that he is as perfect a specimen of 
the flunkey as can be found, In his corre- 
spondence with Editor Rice he is at great 
pains to inform the iatter that the prince of 
Wales’s ‘‘sense of the proprieties of personal 
conduct is as exhalted as hisrank ’’ Noth- 
ing could be more disgusting than this sort 
of stufl, except, perhaps, to be told that Mr. | 
Phelps had forwarded a copy of the corre- 
spondence to the exalted prince with this 
extraordinary sentiment underscored. 

Mr. Phelps is supposed to be a democrat 
and Mr. Lowellisa republican, but it was 
a gross insult to the American spirit to sub- 
stitute one for the other. Is there no self- 
respecting democrat to be found who is able 
to conform to British conventionalities with- 
out di: gusting his countrymen?

The 
men who abused General Gordon all the 
summer, and who were overwhelmingly re- 
buked in his election, will find it very tame 
business watching for pretexts to continue 
their abuse, or to attract attention to them- 
selves by raising issues that are already set- 
tled.

gogues in the country. 

Among the new and old frands that have 
hobhed up serenely Denis Kearney deserves 
a passing mention. Kearney’s real character 
was exposed years ago, and the honest work- 
ing men dropped him, but he is again on 
deck, brassy and impudent asever. He now 
wants to be sheriff of San Francisco, not for 
the office or the salary, hesays, ‘‘but to break 
down a vicious system.,’’ 

This glib reformer makes even bigger prom- 
ises than Mr. George, and the old carpet bag- 
ger offer of ‘‘iorty acres and amule’’ sinks 
into insignificance by the side of the induce- 
ments held out by these modern Jack Cades. 

George and Kearney are birds of a feather. 
The dignity of the one is equaled by the 
extra strnt of the other. They are after the 
same prey and they aretraveling in thesame 
direction.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE, 


The Christian Observer and its Prosecution. 

Eps. CoNSTITUTION: My attention has been 
called to aparagraph published in your paper. 
sent from Louisville, Ky., September 10th, pend- 
ing the trial of the Converse Brothers, stating that 
a number of witnesses had testified “that the repu- 
tation of the Christian Observer was bad, un- 
truthi1ul and unreliable, and that the reputation 
of the Converse Brothers was in keeping with the 
paper.”’ A similar statement appeared in the 
Macon Telegraph about the same time, I have 
been absent from the city for six weeks in the in- 
terest of the Christian Observer, and my attention 
has just been called to these statements. In jus- 
tice to the Observer, andin view of the fact that 
such statements have been made to its injury in 
your paper and other secular papers, 1 ask space 
to say: 

1. Itisdue to the Messrs. Converse that the 
public judgment be suspended until the other 
side is heard. They were ta shonge in the secular 
press ss untruthful men before the trial begau, 
and since that this same course has been 
pursued. Since the trial began they 
baveforborne any puolication in taeir defense, 
until the matter is issued by their presbytery. 

2. This prosecution had its origin in the unhap- 
py controversy that has arisen in our church about 
evolution, 

The Obrerver, "representing nine-tenths of the 
Presbytezian church—the yote in the last assem- 
bly was 137 to 13—has opposed this doctrine 
as ithas been advocated by some inthe church, In 
this controversy, Drs. Bozof, Daniel and Martin, of 
Memphis, Tennessee, assailedin the seculat press 
the reputation ofthe Observer for veracity. The 
Convers Brothers demanded;an investigation of 
these charges by their presbytery. This trial has 
been in process for nine months past. Some wit- 
nesses have testified that the Observer's reputation 
is bad, but when one such bas been found, one 
hundred can be found who will testify thatit is 
good,and in due time this whole matter will be 
published. Untilthen let the public suspend its 
jucgment. we 

8. With reference to the publication of such 
thingsin the secular pressto tne dishonor of the 
church, would it not have. been more to the honor 
and peace of the church, as well as for the iuter- 
ests of the parties directly involved, if these pudli- 
cations had been suspended until this matter had 
been adjudicated by the proper courts? Ifa 
brother is thought to have violated the ninth com- 
mancment,isitnot better for the ehurch and 
more Christian in spirit, to first go the proper 
church courts and have the matter adjusted there? 
Does the honor of the church demand that it first 
be emblazened abroad in the secular papers? It is 
time enough todo this when proven before the 
proper tribunal. After all; he may be innocent. 

4. Isit not strange that the Observer has the 
widest circulation of any paper in our chure2— 
three times thet of any other paper—and confes- 
sediyisthe most populer _ in the churcn, if 
its reputation is so bad? The prosecutors have 
said that its power in the church was so great that 
it v as dangerous and must be checked. Why is it 
so popularinthe church? Is the imputation to 
the honor of the church? I would not have 
troubled your readers with this matter, but ipju% 
tice has been done these brethren, and itis due 
them that these statements should be male.

bution. But should our city be chosen as the loca- 
tion of the institution, I will give, for the use of 
the chair of chemistry and mineralogy, one thou- 
sand (1,000) carefully chosen hand specimens, com- 
prising very nearly ail the varieties of metalic ores 
and minerals of use in the artsand manufacturas, 
and will classify, arrange and label the same, 

Provide¢, The board will appropriate sufficient 
funds for the erection of snch glass cases as may 
be necessary for their protection and in keeping 
with their yalue. 

And, provided further, It shall always be kept 
Gistinct from any like contribution or purchase 
that may be hereafter acquired. 

A small part of the collcction referred to 
is row mounted under glassin the department of 
agricniture. The remainder, more recently ac- 
quired and of far more value, is packed away in 
my house for the want of meaus and space to 
mount it. 

By way of description, I would add the mines 
and mineral veins of north Georgia, Alabam3, aud 
western; North Carolina, are fully represented. 
They were selected from large collections made by 
myself for the Atlanta exposition of 1881, for the 

| Manufacturers and Mechanics institute, of Boston, 
in 1882, and tor the World's exposition at New Or- 
leans in1884 Besidesthe native ores, there are 
many from the mining region of Canada, collected 
on a trip through the province of Ottawa, in 1882. 
Also several hundred presented mt from the 
museum of tae Boston Institute of Technology, by 
Professor Crosby, and about the same number sent 
last fall from the |Smithonian institution, at Was4- 
ington, by Professor Baird. Through the courtesy 
ot the federal and foreign commissioners at the

A STRONG SERMON 


Synopsis of a Discourse Preached Last San- 
day Night by Rev, Mr. Glenn. 


The sermon preached by Dr. Glenn at, tho 
Firet Methodist church on Sunday night made & 
profound impression. The desireto have tt re 
peated was universal and many requests were s0- 
to thatend. In pursuance of his work, Mr, Glean 
felt obliged to decline lo repeat the sermon, Ia 
order to gratify the public desire to hear it agata. 


we present a synopsis of the secmon, which will 


give ite ;ubstance:' 

Exodus 18, 20-1: “And thou shalt teach them or- 
dinences and Jaws, and shalt show them the way 
wherein they must walk, aad the work that they 
must do, Moreover, thou shalt provide out of ail 
the people, able men, suchas fear God, men of 
truth, hating covetousness, and place over them to 
be rulers over thousands, etc.” 

It is the duty ofevery nation to give its people 
the very best government possible, This propos; 
tion needs no discusaion. 

In the words before us we have an epitome of 

formation and conduct of a good govarament. 
e Israelites were divided by many b«rassing 
‘questions and contentions. Moses was try- 
ing to adjust these differences by 
conducting a pure monarchy. Bt 
the demands were too great. The good man was 
being worn out and the work not done. Pethro. 
his father-in-law, being on a visit to him, saw the 
trouble and suggested the remedy inthe words of 
the text: Enact your laws and ordiances, such as 
are wise and needful, and teach the people how 
to deport themselves; and then select men from all 


the people, not with reference to their individual 


views or purty interests, but able, God-fearing, 
true and liberal men, to see that the laws were 
executed, and that the people walked prudent'y 
and harmoniously. 

Our pation is just now agitated, and ina mess- 
ure revered, by many factions of greater or minor 
extent and importance; factions,some of whic 
have already caused bloodshed and great econ- 
omic loss to the nation. Some of these factions have 
for this issue nothing buat anarchy and evil; 
others have elements that are good in themselves, 
and ought to form the basis of wise and pradent 
legislation and administration, but are often used 
to infisme the’ passions and rend the unity and 
hammony of a good nation. Local or business, or 
even party, interests are not necessary in aa e'ec- 
tion of men to office, or to secure right legislation 
All proper and good legislation will best be secured 
by theelection of wise and good legislators. Mach 
of the party legislation that we now have was made 
by men who were not elected with a view to the 
law enacted. Many men voted for the prohibitions 
law who were not elected on the prohibition issue 
atall. Many men favor some wise legislation for 
the regulation of the capital and labor divisions, if 
such can be had, who do not belong to any of the 
leagues. Men elected to office om mere party 
issues, or because of mere party qualifications, 
are almost sure to be unwise law 
makers or narrow rulers. This is particu'arly so 
when the party is based on one issue, however 
good the cause at issue. I am a. prohibitionist, 
have been preaching and working for it longer 
than any man I now know; and when some of our 
now foremost leaders were indifferent to it or dght- 
ing it, I was trying to mould szntiment for it. I 
believe it has gone good and, wisely managed, 
will ever continue to do good. It is reasonable, 
and I can believe nothingelse. But I mast believe 
that it is unwise to have prohibition or any other 
question continually brought before the people in 
the elcction of men for office. We inthis county 
have voted on the question on its own 
melits, and the ~ people have decided 
for it. And any other counties that will 
do £0, will do well, and will be pleased with the 
retults, as we are. Butto be making that, o7 the 
labor question or any other, the issue in electing 
men for office is illegitimate and unwise. lt 
arouses the passions of the people and keeps them 
arcused. It educates our people to selfishness and 
nalrowness in general, in forming and conducting 
government. The advocacy of any one Cause cau 
never make aman, especially a man for office. 
There is not enough of it. 

The case with the great national parties is differ- 
ent, but only different in that they are broader and 
contain more of the principles ang elements 
that make a man. But there is not enough 
in them to make a_ legislator or officer 
for this great nation or state. You could not have 
voted for Mr. Cleveland or General Gordon had 
you not believed that they were more than mere 
democrats, The fact is, no man is fit for office ua- 
til he is higher and broadez than his party, how- 
ever broad and good his party. He is to be the 
officer not of a party but a people, and a people 
that cught to be our people. Tae interests com- 
mitted to him are more numerous than can b?2 
state¢ or incorporated in auy party platform. The 
time often comes when there is no party priucipie 
on either side to guide him, and he must be a 
principle to himself. No man is a broad, free man 
until he has been vitalized by principle and 
then became superior to principle, something 
betier than principle, a living, true man, 

Give your people good ordinances and laws, Dv 
this by e’ecting good men, in a broad sense, to 
your Jegislative bodies. or by enlightening the 
people on a measure and then referring it to them 
on its merits. When you have done this tnen le‘ 
your laws alone. Leave them to be executed and 
expect them to be, whether they suit your views 
ornot, And tosecure this take Jethro’s advics 
in the text: Select from all the people, anywhere 
you can find them, ‘‘able men, such as fear God, 
men of truth, hating covetousness,” and put 
them in your offices. If you can find them 
in your party, in harmony with your yiews, Well 
and good; if not go beyond your party, rite supe: 
rior to your views, become a principle to yoursel’, 
and findthe men. The great need of our nation 
nowis men, men for office; not parties or party 
principles, Able, God fearing, true, generous men 
will meet the demands of any and a!) parties. 

Construct and administer your governmentia 
all its branches on this basis and sooa you will 
have a harmonious, prosperous, happy people, 


By Deduction, 
From the Buffalo Express. 

The city of Atianta, Georgia, is gencrally 
and justly regarded asthe most enterprising and 
progressive town at the south. Jt has gained this 
reputation, THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION shows, not 
only through the individual energy and thrift of it 
citizens, but by its recognition of the principle 
that community of action tends to the commoa

Atlanta illustrates the practical working of the 
protection theory. Tne Atlantans believe in en- 
couraging and thus developing their home indus- 
tries by discriminating against those outside. 
They cannot create a protective tariff system fur 
either their city or state, because the wise framers 
of the constitution have said that shali not be 
done. But within ihe law they carry the princ’- 
ple into effect. By buying the products of their 
Own manufacturing institutions they encour- 
age home enterprises and multiply 
home industries. The practice has made 
Atlanta as an example for the south, and the re- 
sult has been a strong blow on the protection 
wedge. The intelligent south-at-large sees that 
what is good for one portion is most Jikely to be 
good for the good of the rest, and so it is looking 
for the aid of the Jaws which shall make it equal- 
ly prosperous with the favored section and with 
the citizens of the north. 

The deduction is easy and logical by which the 
example of Atlanta is made applicaple to the 
whole country. The principle is the same wheth- 
er it apply to one city or to a whole nation, and og 
the smaller scale it can be carried into effect, 
though by different means, the same as in the lat- 
ter case;the smaller community can best be trasted 
to carry it out by force of common recoguition of

While gazing at her hanisome 
raiment and the jewels in her ears and upon her 
fingers, Ithought to myself: “What kind ofs 
caper would she cut if that blooming old dad of © 
hers should exclaim: ‘Mirandy, go in an’ clean 
them fish, an’{be ina hurry "boutit!’’’

I have seen Julius Cesar arrayed 
in a gunnysack and Junius Brutus;in a parlor mg, 
I bave seen a society swell strut upom the stageim 
a bob-tailed coat, and a rough ruffian of the deep 
est die march on in the dress of & 
dude, These are outrages’ upon taste 
and neither managers of theaters nor the oublic 
should tolerate them. 


That these cutrages, and a thousand others upon 
the stage, are tol:rated,is due, in la‘ge measure, 
to the newspapers. Itis rare that one reads in & © 
newspaper a thoughiful, entirely just criticism of 
a drama, not to mention what is written of those 
who interpret the drama. The genera! rule is ® 
bedaub all that is connected with the stage with 
high-tounding praise. I am referring to newspi 
pers that are published in what New Yorkers are 
pleased to call “the provinces.’ Careful critl- 
cisms, which give »raize to the good and condem- 
pation to the bad, would very soon bring about & 
much-needed revolution—especially in tne south.

TAE PRICE OF COTTON. 


Review of the Sea Island Cotton Oatlook by 
Mr. A. P. Brantly. 


BLACKSHEAR, Ga., Ocotber 14.—[{Special.]— 
itis estimated thatin the two seasons past more 
than 5,000 bales of sea island cotton have been 
left on hand, not consumed. The bulk of it isin 
the manvfacturers’ hands, 

The cause of this over-purchase was the contin- 
ued and steady decline, and seeming low pricas at 
the end of the two seasons, the mar«et closing each 
seafon six or seven cents lower than it opened. 

The crop this season is variously estimated at 
from 40,000 to 50,000 baies. 

The increase is not so much in Florida and in 
Georgia, on this side of the Altamaha river as it 
is on the other side of the Altamana, and esp >- 
Clay alovg the line of the Centrai railroad. 

The present consumption of our sea island cotton 
is not thought to be more than 35,009 bales per an- 
num. From this it willbe seen that with only 
a 40,00 bales crop (the lowest estimate), there will 
be # surplus of 10,000 bales this season, including 
the 5,000 bales carried over by the manufacturers 
and factors from last season. it, therefore, requires 
littiecr no explauration to be unders:oo4 that wun- 
less the present low prices create a new and un- 
expected demand lower prices must prevail, even 
beture the regular consumers are supplied, as un- 
less tbereshou'd bea new and unexpected de- 
mandthe market will be virtually in their hands.

The scope of the plans for the ceremonies 
attending the inauguration of General Joba 
B. Gordon as governer of Georgia enlarges 
every day, Captain John Milledge,. who is 
the leading spiritin the plang, is working like 
a beaver to make the coremonies tho most 
imposing ever witnessed in a southern city. 
A CONSTITUTION reporter called on him ye3- 
terday afternoon and obtained an account of 
what has been done up to the present. 

When Captain Millege and the Governor's 
Horse Guard agreed to undestake the manage- 
ment of the ceremonies, thoy determined to 
make the military display one of the most 
prominent features, In accordance with their 
determination they sent out a circular letter 
to all the military companies in the state, in- 
viting them to join the escort to General 
Gordon on the day of his inauguration, which 
is Tuesday, Sth of November. 

_ PREPARATIONS TO ENTERTAIN 

the military are being actively made. A 
meeting of the officers of the Gate City Guard, 
the Atianta Rifles and the Atlanta Artillery, 
wes held at Captain Milledgo’s office at four 
o clock, yesterday afternooa, and the hearty 
cooperation of those three commands was 
pledged to the work of providing for the vi3i- 
ters. The railroads will give to all soldiers in 
uniform an excursion rate of one cent per 
mile, and arate of one tareto ununiformed 
persons, 

it is believed that nearly all of the military 
comps nies of the state will accept the invita- 
tions that have been sent them. In that event, 
nearly a thonsand soldiers will be present and 
take part in the ceremonies. As the invita- 
ticbs are accepted, announcements will be 
made in THE CONSTITUTION. 

THE VETERANS WILL UNITE 
with the military organizations. (ieneral 
Gorden, Captain W. A. Wright and Captain 

Milledge have already received letters from 
veterans in all parts of the state announcing 
thet they wili take part in the ceremonies. 
All visiting veteraus wiil be cared for by the 
Fu.ton County Confederate Veterans’ associa- 
tion. A meeting of the executive committee 
of the aétsociation will be heli tonight, at 
which arrangements for the reception and 
ejtertainment of visiting veterans will be 
discussed and perfected. The regular quar- 
terly meeting of the association wil: take 
place Monday night. Itis intended to fully 
arrange plans for the veterans’ part in the cere- 
monies at that meeting. It is particularly 
desired that the meeting shall be attended by 
every member of the association. 
THE INAUGURATION 

will take place as early on the morning of 
Tuesday, 9th of November, as possible. The 
procession which wiil escort General Gordon 
to the capitol will be formed at a point yet to 
be selected. 

The hall of the house of representatives is 
too small to hold the great crowd that will bs 
present at the inauguration, and it is there- 


+ fore probable that General Gordon will take 


the oath of office and deliver his address on 
the balcony of DeGive’s opera house. This ar- 
rangement would give the crowd ample room 
in the street below. The President of the U ai- 
ted States is generally inaugurated out of 
doors,and there is no reason why the Govar- 
nor of Geergia should not be. This matter 
will be settled as soon as General Gordon can 
be consulted. . 
AFTER THE INAUGURATION 

a@ grand reception, ball and banquet will be 
given; at night, at the Kimball. Some com- 
plimentary invitations will be issued to these, 
but the larger number of those that attend 
will have to purchase tickets. This pian has 
been adopted in order to meet the attendant 
expenses, and also to prevent too largea crowd 
from being present. Heretofore, the inaugu- 
al balls have been so densely crowded, that 
dancing was almost out of the question. The 
filcor of the ballroom will be exclusively re- 
served for those who dance, All others will 
have to go into the gallery. 

The decorations in the ballroom will be 
magnificent. The banquet will bea feast fit 
for the gods, and it will doubtless be graced, 
if not by gods, by many goddesses. 

THE COMMITTEES 

that will have charge of the arrangements for 
the inauguration, the ball, and the banquet, 
are not yet complete, but will be ready to be 
announced ina fewdays. There will be a 
finance committee, an invitation committee, 
a reception and entertainment committee, a 
ball room committee, and various other com: 
mittees for attending to other matters. 

It is hoped that all the peopie of Atlanta 
will lend their aid to Captain Milledge and 
the Hurse Guard, sothat the plans for the 
inanguration may be successfully executed.

JOE OVERTON WaNTS TO BRUISE 
uP M°*DONAED., 


He Accuees McRowald of Swearing Falsely and Says 
Be WillSee Bim Later-Sent Up for Three 
Monthe-The College Boys’ Friend ia 
Trouble— Other lIateresting Casca. 


Joe L. Overton, partner of John Brown, 
who was killed by Deputy Marshal MeDonald 
on the 28th of June last, near Bon Hill post- 
office, was tried for illicit distilling yesterday 
in the United States civeult court. 

At the time Brown was killed Overton was 
at the distillery. and when the officers ap- 
proached the corn juice making place Ovar- 
ton was stirring the mash, as could be seen by 
the dim light which was thrown out from the 
furnace. Officers Chisolm, Calquitt and Me. 
Donald composed the raiders, and as they ap- 
preached the still Special Revenne Agent Col- 
guitt was knocked down with a rock, and be- 
fore he could recover Deputy Marshal 
MecDenald got a dose of the seme 
kind from the hands of John Brown. 
The blow was a feVere one, and kno xked 
McDonald completely around. Brown threw 
a second time, but missed his aim and turned 
to pick up another stone, when McDonald 

DREW HIS PISTOL AND FIRED, 

the ball striking Brown in ihe left 
side sbove the fourth rib, ranging up 
and coming out -about three inches 
below the right nipple. As McDonald raised 
bis pistol to fire the second time Overton ran 
by and said, “We'll kill them.” He stumbled 
just ss McDonald fired another ball, which 
passed through his left foot. Brown died ina 
short time and Overton was held captive. He 
waved examination and gave bond, and the 
case came up for trial yesterday. 


above and added that Overton had acknowl- 
edged to owning an interest in the still, and 
and had repeated)y asked Brown to quit the 
business. 

Messrs. Chisolm and Colquitt swore to the 
same facts, i 

Overton denied positively that he owned an 
interest in the still, but was simply working 
for Brown. Denied having told any one so. 
Histestimony was entirely foreign to that 
given in at the coroner’s inquest and what he 
told the officers and newspaper men at the in- 

uest. 

. As Overton had suffered a great deal from 
his wound Jadge Newman gave him a light 
sentence-—-three months’ imprisonment and 
$100 fine. 

E GETS ON THE WAR PATH, 

After the tria!, Overton was standing near 
the door to the judge’s chamber, and Deputy 
Marshal McDonald passed and said: 

“Howdy, Joe.” 

“D—n you, I don’t want to talk to you,” re- 
plied the angry moonsbiner. 

‘All right,” was the quiet reply of the dep- 
uty marshal. 

‘You d—n rascals swore to lies, and you 
kpow it.” 

“We did nosuch thing. Your own lawyer 
made us teil more than we wanted to.” 

“Every one of you swore to the most damna- 
ble lies. Itis your time now. My time will 
come after awhile, and I'll mix things with 
you. Ill not be in jail always.” 

Deputy Marshal McDonald knew that Over- 
ten was a prisoner and it would not do to 
strike him, so he walked dowa stairs without 
fuitber words. Overton has ninety days to 
getin fighting order, if he really wishes to 
wlLip Dick Deadeye, or the terror of the moon- 
shiners. 

THE COLLEGE BOYS FRIEND. 

Lucinda Harris, a negro woman about sey- 
enty years o'd, was arraigned for concealing 
illicig whisky, but the case was nol prosed on 
account of her age and a promise, “not to let 
it occur again.” 

The o]d woman’s home is in Dahlonega, and 
she has for years past befriended the college 
boys by keeping corn juice on hand and gell- 
ing it tothem on thesly. She carried on the 
business successfully for many years and 
managed to evade the revenue officers until 
afew months ago, when they raided her 
house and found a quantity of the ardent in 
Lottiesand kegs. Some of the officers say 
she will return home and open business at the 
oid stand. 

ASFASSINATED NEAR DAHLONEGA,

Sarah Crane, a negro girl about nine years 
of age was seriously hurt yesterday afternoon 
by a negro boy named Barke.

Burke and some boys 
who were throwing stones at each other, came 
by and stopping near the house, engaged in a 
regular battle. The girl lef the yard and 
going into the street threatened to send for an 
officer if the boys did not leave, Burke did 
not like the girl interfering with his fun, 
and picking up a stone threw it at 
her. The stone struck the girl just 
over the left eye and knocked her senseles;. 
The girl’s mother saw the child fall, and ran 
out to her and carried her into the house. The 
stone made an ugly gash in the forehead, 
which bled profusely.
